officers had asked permission 
to do so. 

The charge alleged that bits 
of marijuana were found on 
the floorboard and the ash tray 
and later they found more on 
Padilla’s person after arresting 
him.

TIONS 2336 AND 2374 OF THE OR-

THE BOARD )F SUPERVISORS

Section 1. Section 2336 of the Or- 
dinance Code of Tulare County is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

SECTION 2336. PERMIT AND

ters within a County Park or Rec- 
reation Area without first making 
written application for and obtain- 
ing a permit and identification de- 
cal from the Parks Department of 
the County of Tulare, which shall 
be. valid until January 1st of the 
following year. As a condition of 
the issuance of said permit and 
identification decal. the boat and its 
equipment shall first be inspected 
by an employee of the Parks De- 
partment authorized to conduct such 
inspection. If the boat is found to 
be in proper condition and to carry 
the equipment required by law. a 
permit and identification decal shall 
be issued upon payment of a fee 
of Six Dollars ($6.00). All fées col- 
lected shall be deposited by the Su- 
perintendent with the Treasurer of 
the County of Tulare. Such identi- 
fication decal shall be affixed to 
and displayed on the exterior of the 
hull of said boat above the loaded 
waterline thereof on the stern half 
of the right or starboard side of 
said boat. and shall be clearly vis- 
ible. and failure to so display such 
identification decal shall constitute 
a misdemeanor.

Camp- 

ers shall show their permits to em- 

Ployees of the Parks Department on 

demand. Campers who remain in 

their imvroved campsite after 4:00 

o'clock P.M. shall pay an addition- 

al dav’s fee. The camping limit 
shall be fifteen (15) days for each 
person or group of persons who use 
an improved campsite. Not more 
than ten (10) persons. one (1) mo- 
tor vehicle and one (1) vehicular 
trailer shall occupy an improved 
campsite. The Board of Supervisors 
may. in its discretion. issue snecial 
camping permits. without charge. 
to organized non-profit youth 
groups. whereby such grouns may 

camp in designated areas within a 

Countv Park or Recreation Area for 

specified periods. It shall be un- 

lawful for anv person to use an im- 

proved campsite without paying the 

fees chargeable therefor.

Section 2. The General Provisions 
of the Ordinance Code of Tulare 
County, consisting of sections 191 
through 114, inclusive. are hereby 
adonted by reference and made ap- 
plicable to the provisions of this or- 
dinance.
